PLANS for a cycle underpass 
for the new Ely southern by¬ 
pass have been dropped af¬ 
ter Cambridgeshire County 
Council heard the costs had 
rocketed to more than £1 
million. 

Councillors at last 
Wednesday’s environment 
and education committee 
voted for work on the un¬ 
derpass to stop after the pro¬ 
jected costs were revealed. 

It had previously been

thought the underpass 
would cost £300,000. 

Speaking before the com¬ 
mittee meeting, a council 
officer said going ahead with 
the project would mean a 
heavily engineered solution 
to flooding issues would not 
be feasible in the long run. 

A crossing would now be 
planned to replace the un¬ 
derpass to keep cyclists safe. 

Many East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire district councillors were 


disappointed with the news. 
Cllr Michael Rouse said: 
“I think it is a pragmatic 
choice. 

“I am disappointed that, 
somewhere along the line, 
this has happened. 

“I am sure the crossing 
will be safe for the number 
of people that use it.” 

The Ely Cycling Campaign 
hit out at the council for 
abandoning the plans, say¬ 
ing: “This logic beggars be¬ 
lief.

Hovertrain stars 
in new short film 


IT ROSE above the fens to of¬ 
fer a glimpse of the future of 
high-speed transport before 
disappearing without a trace 
and now the Cambridgeshire 
‘hovertrain’ is set to take off 
once more. 

In the 1960s and 70s the 
raised magnetic railway built 
between Sutton Gault and 
Earith was seen as the space- 
age solution to 60s conges¬ 
tion chaos. 

Now a new project from 
Cambridge University is aim¬ 
ing to resurrect the grand ex¬ 
periment, following the dis¬ 
covery of rarely-seen archive 
footage. 

The hovertrain project was 
a significant British research 
and development scheme 
that combined Sir Richard

Cockerell’s hovercraft inven¬ 
tion with Sir Eric Laithwaite’s 
work on linear induction mo¬ 
tors. 

It was hoped the new tech¬ 
nology could provide the ba¬ 
sis for a brand new railway 
network, before the French 
got there first with their simi¬ 
lar ‘Aerotrain’ scheme. 

Earith and Sutton Gault 
were chosen as ideal for the 
test track for the £5.25 mil¬ 
lion project, and a full-scale 
concrete monorail track was 
built in 1969. But the experi¬ 
ment was beset by problems, 
many caused by the soft fen- 
land ground, and was cut in 
1973. 


Now, as part of ongoing 
investigations into ‘fenland 
utopias’ by Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity’s Cambridge Archaeo¬ 
logical Unit (CAU), the story 
of the hovertrain has been 
rediscovered for a new gen¬ 
eration. 

The scheme is the subject 
of a new short film The Train 
that Floats in the Sky, pro¬ 
duced in partnership with 
Peterborough’s Railworld 
as part of the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund grant-aided Ouse 
Washes Landscape Partner¬ 
ship.

Council set to 
buy village hall 


WICKEN Parish Council is 
set to buy the village hall 
from the Anglican church 
and will have to take out a 
loan, raising council tax to 
pay for it. 

Previously known as the 
mission hall, the church 
used it primarily for Sunday 
school lessons, but has now 
decided it no longer requires 
the space and is selling it to 
the parish council for the 
market price. 

The council announced 
the news in its magazine this 
year, saying its funds will not 
stretch to the price of the 
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hall, so it needed to take out 
a loan to cover the shortfall. 

This represents an annual 
increase of about £6.40 for a 
band D property. The coun¬ 
cil feels this is a relatively 
small increase and is accept¬ 
able to ensure the future of 
the village hall. 

Parish clerk, Jack White, 
said: “The land in front of it 
is owned by the parish, so 
whoever bought it couldn’t 
have access to it unless we 
said they could, which we 


wouldn’t do. 

“The government valua¬ 
tion agency came up with a 
value and the church got it 
valued too and it was con¬ 
siderably more than ours. 
We said sorry this is all we 
are going to pay and they 
backed down and said ‘OK’ 
some months ago, so we 
agreed to buy it at that valu¬ 
ation.” 

Concerned resident Liz 
Jugg, 46, said: “It’s used every 
day of the week. We don’t 
want to get rid of it, but we 
object to the amount. It’s 
probably worth a pound.”

spent lots of time and re¬ 
sources asking what puts 
people off cycling and the an¬ 
swer is always the same, lack 
of safe routes.” 

But executive director 
for economy, transport and 
the environment, Graham 
Hughes defended the deci¬ 


sion. He said: “The underpass 
wasn’t part of the original 
scheme. We asked our con¬ 
sultants for an indication 
of what it might cost and 
they said it could cost about 
£300,000 to do, but that was 
on the basis of no known 
ground conditions. 

“The main bypass contrac¬ 
tors came back with a figure 
in excess of over a million af¬ 


ter ground condition assess¬ 
ments. So basically the un¬ 
derpass would be constantly 
below the water table which 
would mean you’d have to 
pump water out of it continu¬ 
ously and it would be difficult 
to build.” 

He added that only 20 peo¬ 
ple made return trips per day 
where the underpass would 
have been built.

Go-ahead for 
new car park 


EAST Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has given the 
go ahead for a new car park 
near Ely railway station. 

Approximately one acre of 
waste ground near the old 
bowling alley on The Dock, 
will be turned into 128 car 
parking spaces after the au¬ 
thority’s planning committee 
approved the proposals ear¬ 
lier this month. 

The car park is due to open 
in the Autumn and will see a 
raised pedestrian walkway, 
with traffic calming ramps on 
either side, linking to the ex¬ 
isting pathway, providing an 
additional route for pedestri¬ 
ans to walk from Angel Drove 
car park. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, chairman of 
the ECDC asset development 
committee, said: "More and 
more houses are being built 
in the local area, businesses 
are expanding and investing 
in Ely, and use of the railway 
station is increasing, so these 
car parking spaces are essen¬ 
tial. 

“Furthermore, the opening 
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of the new railway station at 
the Cambridge Science Park 
means travelling to work by 
train for people in our district 
has become much more vi¬ 
able. 

“This initiative will very 
positively impact on the lives 
of commuters; not only be¬ 
cause they will have a better 
chance of getting a space, but 
also because this car park will 
be significantly cheaper than 
the station car park. 

“We are thrilled that this 
development has been given 
unanimous approval and we 
are looking forward to getting 
started and delivering this 
much-needed facility for lo¬ 
cal people as soon as we can.” 

It is hoped the new car park 
will help alleviate parking 
congestion in the privately 
run Ely station car park, 
which has been routinely 
mocked online by locals. 


Reviewing the car park on¬ 
line last month, one wrote: 
“Very little space to park, al¬ 
ways full, and usually have 
to park down the road, prices 
are also a bit steep. It is quite 
a busy station, maybe you 
should consider expanding.” 

Another added: “Given the 
price of tickets the state of 
this car park is a disgrace.” 

Last October Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council proposed 
to work with the district 
council to use funds from the 
new pay and display car park 
to recover the soaring costs of 
the Cambridgeshire Archives 
Project at the former bowling 
alley site. 

The project was reported as 
being £860,000 over its £4.2 
million budget, racking up 
over £1.3m in debt charges 
over 25 years.

In her weekly 
column for 
Ely News, MP 
for South East 
Cambridgeshire 
Lucy Frazer talks 
about the steps 
being taken to 
make the internet 
better and safer 



L ast week we 
marked Safer 
Internet Day. 
Internet 

safety and the risks 
to children from 
a large range of 
potentially harmful or 
inappropriate content 
is something that 
concerns us all and 
is very much on my 
radar. 

The theme of Safer 
Internet Day 2017 
was "Be the change: 
Unite for a better 
internet" and that 
could, indeed, be the 
slogan of the Internet 
Watch Foundation 
(IWF), whose remit is 
to tackle illegal and 
inappropriate online 
sexual abuse content 
from around the 
world at their base in 
Histon. 

I had the privilege 
of visiting them a 
couple of weeks ago 
and getting to see how 
they go about tracking 
down and removing 
child sexual abuse 
content globally and 
criminally obscene 
adult content hosted 
in the UK. 

As well as 

searching the internet 
themselves, they 
provide a place for the 
public to report such 
content anonymously 
and help out those 
countries who, as 
yet, don't have such 
expertise. 

On their site is 
a reporting button 
which feeds directly to 
their expert analysts in 
Histon, who assess the 
reports and remove 
the content. 

Companies like 
IWF work to make the 
internet a safer place 
for us all as we spend 
more and more time 
online. 

Whereas IWF are 
dealing with highly 
illegal content, there 
is also a need to raise 
awareness about the 
risks to young people 
of exposure to harmful 
'legal' online content. 

Our children are 
leading increasingly 
connected lives. 

The internet is their 
primary source of 
entertainment and 
information and a vital 
part of their social 
lives. They are often 
way more tech savvy 
than we are but they 
are all too often not 
aware of the dangers 
they are exposed to 
online. 

The Government 


is committed to 
improving and 
updating systems 
in place to protect 
children online. 
Parents, guardians and 
teachers also play a 
vital role in helping 
with such online 
protection just as they 
instinctively do offline. 
We all need to be 
alert to making our 
children aware of the 
dangers of not using 
privacy settings on 
social media websites 
and apps or not 
turning off location 
services which then 
allow strangers to see 
where they are. 

Another area 
of concern is the 
availability and nature 
of online pornography 
that can negatively 
impact the way young 
people understand 
healthy relationships, 
sex and consent. This, 
alongside the likes of 
cyber bullying, sexting 
and inappropriate 
material in video 
games are all having 
a major impact on 
our children's mental 
health. 

The forthcoming 
Digital Economy 
Bill will introduce 
age verification 
measures to protect 
children from viewing 
online pornography. 
Pornographic 
websites and apps 
will be required to 
have adequate age 
verification, equivalent 
to those the gambling 
industry already 
implements. 

Public wi-fi is 
now automatically 
filtered (since 2013) 
and pornography 
is blocked in many 
places that children 
regularly visit. Also 
following agreement 
with the Government, 
the four largest 
internet service 
providers now offer 
their customers 
family-friendly filters, 
which, since last year, 
are now turned on by 
default. 

Keeping pace 
with this fast-moving 
environment is, of 
course, an ongoing 
process, but with 
increasing awareness 
of the risks, increasing 
awareness of all of our 
responsibilities, the 
work of companies 
like IWF and 
steps taken by the 
Government, we can 
all "unite for a better 
internet".

City on track for 
rail upgrades 


ELY is top of train operator 
Greater Anglia’s list of £1.4 bil¬ 
lion East Anglian rail upgrades 
to be delivered over the next 
decade. 

The upgrades include Ely 
North Junction, Queen Ad¬ 
elaide level crossings, as well 
as re-signalling and bridge 
strengthening to enable more 
frequent and reliable services. 

There are also proposals for 
an Ely to Soham double track¬ 
ing project to enable more fre¬ 
quent freight and passenger 
services. 

Greater Anglia managing di¬ 
rector Jamie Buries is writing to 
stakeholders across the region, 
including MPs, local authori¬ 
ties, local enterprise partner¬ 
ships, chambers of commerce 
and rail user groups, to seek 
their support in making the 
case to Government. 

The company will also be 
lobbying ministers and other 
key decision makers for the 
investment to be made avail¬ 
able to Network Rail, that will 
implement “JO key schemes 
within the next JO years”. 

Mr Buries said: “We are

looking forward to the trans¬ 
formation of train services in 
East Anglia when we bring in 
a complete new fleet of trains 
in 20J9/20, but to fully realise 
the benefits of that £J.4 billion 
investment, we need to see a 
parallel transformation in the 
region’s rail infrastructure. 

“The business case is strong 
for such investment in a region 
which contributes positively to 
national GDP (Gross Domestic 
Product) and where financial 
premiums from operating East 
Anglia’s train services help fi¬ 
nance the operation of other 
rail services across the rest of 
the UK rail network. 

“We have set out a targeted 
list of priorities, which will 
make a major difference to re¬ 
liability, connectivity, journey 
times and service develop¬ 
ment.” 

If agreed the move would see 
the “biggest ever investment” 
for train services in East An¬ 
glia, benefitting customers and 


communities in the area. 

In order to achieve this Mr 
Buries has pledged to make a 
“sustained, collaborative, con¬ 
structive approach to secure a 
positive outcome for rail infra¬ 
structure investment over the 
next 10 years and thereby en¬ 
able Network Rail to upgrade 
the network”. 

As part of the investment the 
network will also see the en¬ 
tire train fleet replaced by new 
trains in 2019-2020, alongside 
improved capacity and time¬ 
tables. 

Other improvements on 
the network include changes 
to the Felixstowe to Peterbor¬ 
ough, Haughley Junction up¬ 
grade, to enable more frequent 
and reliable services. 

The Great Eastern Main Line 
covering Norwich to London 
via Ipswich, Colchester and 
Chelmsford will be upgraded. 

And the Colchester and 
Witham lines will be re-engi¬ 
neered to allow faster trains 
to overtake slower full-length 
freight or passenger trains and 
capacity upgrades to enable 
four trains an hour.

ELY Cathedral is hosting its first sci¬ 
ence festival this summer.

H AVING just returned from 
a late honeymoon in the 
Maldives, after completing 
a gruelling schedule which 
included stand-up tours in 
the UK and Australia, a West End 
panto and his own wedding, Julian 
Clary is hoping for a quieter year. 

“When you're really tired and can 
barely speak to each 
other, the Maldives is 
the place to go,” the 
softly-spoken come¬ 
dian observes. 

In November, Julian 
- master of the double 
entendre, winner of 
2012 Celebrity Big 
Brother, and all-round 
popular funny man 
- married his long¬ 
term partner Ian 
Mackley, in a small, 
private ceremony at 
Camden Town Hall 
register office. 

Now the happy 
couple are back at their home in 
Aldington, Kent - a 15th century 
manor house once owned by Noel 
Coward - and Julian, 57, is busy 
promoting The Bolds On Holiday, 
his third children's book in The 
Bolds series, about the adventures 
of a family of laughing hyenas who 
live in Teddington, disguised as 
humans. 

While Julian has no children of 
his own, he has a brood of great- 
nieces and nephews to test his 
novels on. 

“My nephews and nieces have all 
now had children. There are six 
children around between one and 
eight, so there's plenty of scope,” he 
says. “We're quite a funny family. 
We all laugh a lot. They understand 
my humour.” 

Did he ever want kids himself? 
“Not really,” he muses. “I've 
thought about it. I had a little pang 
the other day when I saw that 
Madonna might be adopting two 
more children. I thought, we could 
do that. But I'm a bit old now. 

“My husband is younger than me 
and he's quite interested in the 
idea, but I think it's just talk, really. 


I don’t think we are 
quite committed 
enough to do it." 

But they were 
committed enough to 
get married last year 
- a celebration that 
Julian posted to his 
215,000 Twitter 
followers, with a 
picture of the happy 
couple dressed in 
formal suits with 
floral corsages, as 
Julian signed the 
register. 

He and Ian have been together 11 
years, and Julian said it was a 
mutual decision to tie the knot. 

“I was always a great campaigner 
for gay marriage, then found I 
didn't particularly want it for 
myself, and then it just came 
about,” he adds. 

“We both made our wills and it 
came out of that, really. We both 
thought it would be a nice day out. 
No one popped the question. It was 
more, 'When are you free?’ We both 
looked at our diaries. We didn't tell 
anyone, it wasn't a big thing. We 
only had two people at the wedding 
- my sister and my PA.” 

Julian, who met his advertising 
executive beau in 2005 on a yacht 
in Ibiza, was adamant he wasn’t 
going to have a big bash. 

“I couldn't bear the thought of 
being the centre of attention in that 
circumstance. It felt like a very 
private thing between the two of us. 

“We had a party later. People 
thought they were just coming to a 
party, but we hung the 'Just 
married' sign up in the hallway. 

“I didn't think marriage would 
change our relationship, and I

suppose nothing has actually 
changed, but I think we're being 
nicer to each other since we got 
married. It’s a funny thing. You feel 
more committed, like you're 
looking out for the person.

“We are both very independent, 
emotionally as well. We’re not 
particularly needy with each other. 
We’re just being kinder. 

“Before you're married, there's 
this thought, 'Oh, I could always get 
rid of you and get someone more 
interesting,"' he quips with a laugh, 
“but now I don't feel like that.” 

He wants to devote this year to 
writing two further Bolds books: he 
always imagined there'd be five in 
the series. 

Julian, who’s also written a 
memoir and three adult novels, 
says his mind's in a different place 
when he's writing children's books, 
compared with performing live 
comedy. 

“I'm not trying to squeeze 
innuendos and graphic sexual 
references into it.

Yet the panto he performed in at 
Christmas, Cinderella, was heavily 
criticised for being too rude for 
young audiences. Julian chuckles at 
the accusations. 

“I did love one headline, 'Julian 
unleashes a tsunami of smut! That 
will be on my next tour poster.” 

After two punishing stand-up 
tours last year with The Joy Of 
Mincing, he'll give himself some 
time off, he says. 

“I like fading away, and people 
thinking you’ve died for a while.

BOYNE'S latest foray 
into the story of Ireland 
is much funnier but no 
less hard-hitting in its 
social backdrop than his 
previous novels. 

It centres on the lifelong trials and 
tribulations of Cyril Avery, a boy 
born in 1945 out of wedlock to an 
Irish mother. 

Adopted by a pair of middle-class 
Dublin eccentrics, he strikes up a 
friendship with a spoilt, risky 
character, Julian Woodbead. That 
friendship provides the link through 
much of Cyril's life, told in the first 
person, in which he comes to terms 
with being gay in a country, 
that, until recently scorned 
homosexuality, his ill-fated 
relationships, the savagery of the 
church, the scourge of Aids and 
other real events which provide a 
backdrop to the story. 

But Boyne creates lightness out of 
doom, humour out of desperately 
sad situations, creating a compelling 
page-turner that really tells the 
story of Ireland, as well as of a man 
trying to anchor himself in world 
with decidedly questionable values. 
A terrific read.

For the 
next several years, under hotel 
arrest, he forms relationships with 
employees, visitors and a young girl 
whom he becomes a guardian for. 

Towles creates a memorable 
character in Rostov and this book 
brings something for everyone - 
humour, history, friendship and 
philosophy.

D IETING is a divisive 
subject, not least with 
the current debate 
surrounding clean 
eating, but chef Tom 
Kerridge is open-minded. 

The cheerful TV foodie has lost 
11st over the course of three 
years on his self-devised regime, 
bidding bye-bye to big boozy 
sessions with his 'naughty boy 
chef matesj exercising daily and 
skipping certain types of 
carbohydrates like potatoes and 
rice, in favour of high-protein 
food like meat and eggs, as well 
as plenty of leafy greens. 

Now, he's sharing his recipes 
with the world in his latest 
cookbook, Tom Kerridge's 
Dopamine Diet: My Low-Carb, 
Stay-Happy Way To Lose Weight. 

"There are so many different 
diets and so many things that 
appeal to so many different 


people,'' he says, in his distinc¬ 
tive Gloucestershire burr. "This 
diet is high-protein led, and 
might not suit somebody else. 

"The key to it is finding the one 
that suits you,'' adds the 
43-year-old. "That's really 
important. Fitness bloggers, 
people into eating raw food - it's 
great because it takes all sorts. 
The idea of eating loads of raw 
food; I couldn't stay on that for 
three years but there are other 
people who could, and there are 
people who couldn't stay on 
what I do for three years.'' 

The fact he was able to stick to 
his diet - the first he's ever tried 
- for so long was partly because 
it embraces an unlikely snack. 

"Pork scratchings contain no 
carbohydrate - they're all 
protein,'' he explains with a 
chuckle. "I've lost the best part 
of 11-stone while eating pork 


scratchings. That's got to be the 
perfect diet, surely!'' 

At over 6ft, Tom, who made his 
name after winning The Great 
British Menu in 2011, made a 
vow to become healthier before 
reaching his 40th birthday. 

But is it harder for men to 
admit they want to lose weight? 

"It's not hard... There are more 
blokes like me - 40 years old, fat 
and bald - there's plenty of us 
around, more than there are 
40-year-old, six-pack, chiselled- 
jaw geezers,'' he reasons. 

"You think it's hard to say to 
your peer group, 'I'm going on a 
dietj but it's just that first step 
because, actually, all your best 
mates become your biggest 
support system.'' 

While he's soon to be seen in 
a new BBC food series, the chef, 
who contributed to Bake Off's 
spin-off show, The Great British 


Bake Off: Creme de la Creme, 
rules out joining Paul Hollywood 
on the new series for Channel 4. 

"For me, I love working with 
the BBC,'' says Tom, who owns 
the Hand & Flowers pub in 
Marlow, Buckinghamshire, with 
his sculptor wife Beth. 

"I'm very happy working with 
them. So at this point, I 
wouldn't."

250ml passata 
2tbsp tomato puree 
3 garlic cloves, 
grated 
6 large 

free-range eggs 
2tsp dried oregano 
A drizzle of olive oil 
150g sliced pepperoni 
2 balls of mozzarella 
(about 125g each), 
drained 

2tbsp fresh oregano 
leaves 

30g Parmesan 
cheese 

A small handful of 
basil leaves 
Sea salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 


METHOD 

1. To make the tomato 
sauce, heat the passata, 
tomato puree and garlic in 
a saucepan over a medium 
heat. Simmer to reduce 
until the sauce is nice and 
thick. This will take eight to 
10 minutes. Remove from 
the heat, season with salt 
and pepper to taste and 
leave to cool. 

2. Preheat the oven to 
200°C/Fan 180°C/Gas 6. 

In a bowl, whisk together 
the eggs and dried 
oregano and season with 
salt and pepper. 

3. Heat a little olive oil in a 
24cm non-stick ovenproof 
frying pan over a medium- 
high heat. Pour in the egg 


and stir until almost fully 
cooked, removing the pan 
from the heat when the 
omelette is still a little 
runny and wobbly in the 
middle. Gently spread the 
tomato sauce all over the 
omelette. Cover with the 
pepperoni, then tear the 
mozzarella into pieces 
and scatter it over. 

4. Sprinkle with oregano 
and then place the pan in 
the oven for eight to 10 
minutes, until the 'pizza' is 
set. 

5. Remove from the oven 
and immediately grate the 
Parmesan over the top. 
Scatter over the basil and 
serve at once, directly 
from the pan. 



INGREDIENTS 

800g good-guality minced lamb 

8 merguez sausages (ask your butcher) 

Vegetable oil, for cooking 

2 onions, diced 

4 garlic cloves, grated 

Itbsp fennel seeds 

2tsp curry powder 

2tsp cracked black pepper 

Itsp ground cinnamon 

4 celery sticks, tough strings 

removed, diced 

500ml strong beef stock 

Dash of Worcestershire sauce 

Sea salt 

For the topping: 

2 cauliflowers, cut into large florets 

50g butter, softened 

70ml double cream 

200g strong blue cheese, crumbled 

Freshly 

ground black pepper 


METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven to 200°C/Fan 
180°C/Gas 6. Place the lamb 
mince in a large roasting tin and 
roast, stirring three of four times 
to break up the mince, for 35-40 
minutes until dark brown. It 
should look like instant coffee 
granules. 

2. Bake the merguez sausages in 
another roasting tin, alongside 
the lamb, for 10-15 minutes until 
cooked through. Tip the mince 
into a colander to drain. Let the 
sausages cool, then cut into 
chunks. 

3. Pour a splash of oil into a large 
saucepan and warm over a 
medium-low heat. Add the 
onions and garlic and sweat 
gently, stirring from time to time, 
for 10-15 minutes until soft. 


4. Stir in the fennel seeds, curry 
powder, cracked pepper and 
cinnamon and cook, stirring, for 
two to three minutes. 

5. Stir in the celery and browned 
mince. Pour in the stock and add 
the Worcestershire sauce and 
some salt. Bring to the boil, lower 
the heat and simmer for one to 
one-and-a-half hours, until thick 
and rich. Take off the heat and 
allow to cool. 

6. Preheat the oven to 190°C/Fan 
170°C/Gas 5. Stir the chopped 
sausages into the cooled lamb, 
then spoon into a shallow 
ovenproof dish, about 30 x 22cm 
and 8cm deep and level with a 
spoon. 

7. For the topping, bring a pan of 
lightly salted water to the boil, add 
the cauliflower florets and simmer 
until tender, about five minutes. 

8. Drain the cauliflower and place 
in a food processor with the butter, 
cream and some salt and pepper. 
Blend until smooth. Add the blue 
cheese and blitz to combine. 

9. Spoon the cauliflower topping 
evenly over the lamb and sausage 
mixture. Stand the dish on an 
oven tray and bake in the oven for 
30-35 minutes until the meat 
mixture is bubbling and the 
topping is starting to brown. 

Serve immediately.

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'Fronting' is response to 
new insurance rate highs 



DRIVING: 'Eye-wateringly' expensive for younger drivers 


A ccording to new 

research from AA 
Insurance, nearly half 
of drivers believe that it is 
acceptable to reduce car 
insurance premiums for 
young drivers by insuring 
the car in a parent's name, 
naming a young driver as a 
'named driver'. 

The news comes as 
insurance premiums hit a 
record high last quarter, 
rising by more than five 
times the rate of inflation 
in 2016. 

The Association of British 
Insurers (ABI) said that tax 
increases, rising repair costs 
and increasing costs arising 
from whiplash injury claims 
were to blame. 

According to the ABI's 
Motor Premium Tracker - 
which measures the price 
consumers actually pay 
for their cover, rather than 
quotes - the average price 
for private comprehensive 
insurance in Q4 2016 was 
£462. 

The highest figure 


recorded before this was 
in Q2 of 2012, when the 
average price was £443. 

The Q4 figure for 2016 was 
up 4.9 per cent over Q3, 
equating to a £22 rise in the 
average premium. 

It was also found that 
the average premium 
for all of 2016 was 9.3 
per cent higher than 
the average premium 
for 201 5. This is known 
as 'fronting' - where a 
named driver on a policy 
is the person driving the 


car most or all of the time. 

And alarmingly, 1 per 
cent of drivers considered 
it acceptable to drive 
without any insurance in 
order to avoid high young 
driver premiums. 

This comes at a time 
when the Financial 
Ombudsman is featuring 
a fronting case-study 
following a customer 
complaint, which it did 
not uphold and in its latest 
report the ombudsman 
notes the significant 


proportion of young 
consumers' complaints that 
are motoring-related. 

Michael Lloyd, the AA's 
insurance director, points 
out that 'fronting' has long 
been an issue for car insurers 
but it is regarded as fraud. 

"The cost of insurance 
for a new, young driver 
is often eye-watering," 
he agrees, "so it's 
understandable that 
families might want to look 
for ways to cut that cost. 

"For many people, 
a parent insuring a 
youngster's car and adding 
them to the policy as a 
'named' (or occasional) 
driver might seem to be a 
legitimate way to get costs 
down but they may not 
recognise the potential 
consequences." 

According to the latest 
AA British Insurance 
Premium Index, the 
typical quoted premium 
for someone aged 17- 
22 is £1,436, more than 
double that for someone 


aged 30-35 but for a newly 
qualified driver, with no 
no-claim bonus, it could be 
much higher than that. 

Populus asked over 
24,000 drivers about their 
attitude towards insuring a 
young person's first car. 

• Half (49%) said they 
consider insuring the car in 
a parent's name in order 
to reduce the cost to be 
acceptable. 

• Perhaps reflecting that 
it is usually mum who 
will add a youngster as a 
named driver, women were 
more likely (53%) than 
men (46%) to do this. 

• 60% of those aged 17-22 
considered this an acceptable 
way to obtain cover. 

• Regionally, those in 
Northern Ireland (57%) and 
London (50%) were most 
likely to consider 'fronting'. 

The consequences of a 
young person whose parent 
has 'fronted' the insurance 
policy can be extremely 
serious, including 
prosecution for fraud.

Is scrappage scheme 
for diesels on way? 


A SCRAPPAGE scheme for diesel 
cars is being considered to 
improve air quality, it has been 
reported. 

Government officials are working 
on plans to offer a cash incentive 
for replacing an old diesel car with a 
low-emission vehicle, according to the 
Daily Telegraph. 

Concern over the impact of diesel 
cars on nitrogen dioxide (N02) 
levels were raised by the Volkswagen 
emissions scandal in September 2015. 

It emerged that 11 million 
Volkswagen diesel vehicles around the 
world had been fitted with software to 
release fewer smog-causing pollutants 
during tests than in real-world driving 
conditions. 

Analysis by the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) found that N02 is estimated to 
be responsible for 23,500 deaths in the 
UK each year. 

Greenpeace UK policy adviser 
Rebecca Newsom claimed a scrappage 
scheme could have "an important 
impact" in tackling the UK's "filthy air". 

Steve Gooding, director of motoring 
research charity the RAC Foundation, 


said such a programme would have to 
target specific vehicles and take into 
account how much they are currently 
being driven in areas with poor air 
quality. 

He added: "The risk is that a scheme 
could quickly run up a huge bill for 
the Exchequer, have only marginal 
impact in problem areas, and falter 
in encouraging the take-up of electric 
cars because the charging infrastructure 
isn't really in place to support their 
widespread use." 

A Government spokeswoman did 
not confirm that a scrappage scheme is 
being considered, but said air quality 
plans are being developed and there 
will be an update later this year. 

The creation of clean air zones is a 
key part of the work. 

The spokeswoman added: "We are 
firmly committed to improving the 
UK's air quality and cutting harmful 
emissions." 

Government advisory panel the 
Committee on Climate Change 
believes 9 per cent of new car sales 
should be electric by 2020 for the 
UK to meet its legal obligation to cut 
greenhouse gas emissions by 80 per 


cent by 2050 compared with 1990 
levels. 

In 2016 the market share of new car 
sales for alternatively fuelled vehicles 
was 3.3 per cent, up from 2.8 per cent 
the previous year. 

In June last year then-transport 
secretary Patrick McLoughlin said it 
had been a mistake for former Labour 
chancellor Gordon Brown to slash 
taxes on diesel. 

Mr Brown reduced duty on 
low-sulphur fuel in 2001, which 
contributed to an increase in annual 
diesel car registrations from 3.45 
million to 8.2 million. 

AA president Edmund King said: "As 
it was Government that encouraged 
the dash for diesel with fiscal 
incentives, it would be poetic justice 
for the Government to now provide 
incentives for dismantling older diesels. 

"We believe that such a scheme for 
cars over 10 years old could prove 
popular with drivers." 

A scrappage scheme to boost the 
motor industry ran from May 2009 
until March 2010, offering motorists 
£2,000 to scrap an old car for a new 
model.
